blank ordinance from the Depart- 
ment of Liquor Control which if 
enacted will give the city all the 
revenue collected from the viola- 
tions of .the liquor traffic instead 
of 50 per cent as now provided. 
The other half goes to the state. 


The ordinance was read for the 


first time. 
After two more read- 


ings it will be ready for a vote.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 5.— 
This city the center of a cyclopean 
canal traffic—a port on the Gulf 
of Mexico, the great 
lakes and 


the eastern seaboard 1 


That, today, is the hue and cry 


of 
local advocates 
of an all- 


Pennsylvania canal route extend- 
ing between the golden triangle of 
Pittsburgh and the city of Erie, 
Pennsylvania's great lakes' port. 


Despite the loud'clamor for this 


proposal, another faction here is 
just as emphatic in demands for a 
cftnal route through the iron and 
steel manufacturing 
area 
of 


Youngstown. 


At the head 
of the 
canalized 


Ohio river and the junction of the 
Allegheny and Monongahela rivers, 
Pittsburgh is one of the most im- 
portant ports of inland America. 
Both of the latter streams are 
canalized for scores of miles above 
Pittsburgh. 


ALL THREE BACKED 


But in addition to the two pro- 


posals "which would vitally 
affect 


the economic status of Pittsburgh 
two all-Ohio canals are also being 
backed by equally ardent support- 
ers. These 
Toledo and 
routes. 


In a nut shell, there are 
four 
proposals for all-water transporta- 
tion between the Ohio river and 
Lake Erie. They are: 
1. The Cincinnati-Toledo route. 


This canal -would follow the Miami 
river from Cincinnati and 
join 


the Maumee river in the northern 
section of 
Ohio, following this 
stream to Toledo. 


2. The 
Portsmouth-Sandus>1A.y 


route. In this route, the 
course 


would leave the Ohio river at the 
mouth of the Scioto and proceed 
almost due north to join the San- 
dusky river. This proposal, 
like 


the 
Cincinnati-Toledo, is an all- 


Ohio route. 
3. The Beaver-Mahonlng 
route. 


This proposal, the only one of the 
four that is interstate in scope, is 
also one of the "short" routes be- 
tween the Ohio River and 
Lake 


Erie. 
4. Tho Allegheny-French Creek 


route. This is the only all-Pennsyl- 
vania canal. It would follow the 
Allegheny river to Franklin where 
it would fro ovsr the French Creek 
to Cnnncaut Lake. From there the 
canal woull be constructed almost 
due north to a point on Lake Erie 
hear North Girard. There is an 
alternate scheme 
In which
